"What ia the best way lo fetd piga for 
profit'( 8omo men will say feed very ligtit, 
with vegetables and light food, sufficient to 
keep them growing nicely until they have 
attained a largo growth, then feed all that 
tlie-y will bear, with tha most fatteuiag 
food ; BOmo say raw food, others cooked ; 
tlio flther theory is to feed high from thfl 
lime they are laken from the sow until fat 
enough to butcher. 1 presume that there is 
no question in regard to feeding breeding 
lows, that they should bo fed light whlla 
carrying pigs and very high while sucking 
their young. Tha males, I presume, should 
be fed about medium." In answer to tho 
first question, I would think much, if not 
nil, depended upon Iho breed of swine you 
have, which should depend, in ita turn, 
upon tha kind of pork you wished to make. 
If you have selected a breed which ' 
mtture slowly, 
from a desire fo kill a 


larger 
hog 
than 
your 
neighbors, 


the

growth and notfor fnt until you have 
well grown animal, but even then you may 
feed a large amount of food if you giva 
roots, short or other food not too fattening. 
If you hare a small, rapid growing breed, 
tnd wish to kill a fat pig at n younger age 
than others kill theirs, then crowd the feec 
from Ihe- beginning. The question of the 
proftt of cooking food fo- I ops I consider 
undecided. Something mav depend upon 
tho character of the food, and more upon 
tho placo they aro kept in.

been tried, may depend In part upon indi 
Tidual animals as well as upon 
breeds 


Some hogs will not eat cooked food aa wel 
as they will uncooked, while othera are 
greedy for it. Some cows will not eat corn, 
fodder, either green or cured, or so Ihei: 
owners assert, while most of those which . 
have had would leave the best hsy to ge 
corn fodder.

Szcnox 1. Every person who shall break 


and enter in the night time, with Intent to 
commit larceny or any felony or misdemean- 
or therein, any barn, stable, carriage-bouse 
or other building, too breaking nnd enter- 
ing of which with Intent aforesaid ia not 
noir punishable by statute, shall be impris- 
oned not ciceeding two years.
